world around us, fuelled by the media, 
celebrity culture and our narcissism is 




There are three reasons behind the drive towards 
exponential economic growth. 

The first is to do with supernormal stimuli - this is where 
evolutionary behaviours are exhibited and displayed 
beyond their purpose. For example, some birds will tend 
to care for the largest eggs - even if their chosen egg is 
larger than they are, they will still care for it. 

The same applies to humans; we have obesity, which is 
primarily down to the desire to ingest more sugar. Our 
ancestors were blighted by a cold spell which killed off 
many plants which bore sugary fruit, so we evolved to 
have a craving for it - and for the last two hundred years, 
it has gone out of hand.

as money, land, followers, and even children. This is one 
of the motives behind this growth spurt.

The unprecedented rise of "hyperzweckrational" thought 
processes has also become a major factor. 



Max Weber was a philosopher who proposed that there are 
multiple kinds of rationality - one of which is the 
Zweckrational variant. This relates to the usage of things and 
their extrinsic value. Someone who is a predominantly 
zweckrational thinker will tend to see things as tools which can 
be used to achieve outcomes. 

This is what the third reason stems from - people with 
Machiavellian reasoning will extend their use of zweckrational 
reasoning to view anything as a means towards an end; this 
includes people. "Hyperzweckrational" thinkers will consider 
things to have uses and to have extrinsic value (which is to do 
with use) - rather than intrinsic value. They will tend to 
disregard any ethical, moral and social issues to fulfil their own 
objectives. They follow a position of rational egoism - if 
something doesn't benefit them, it's rubbish. 




And now for some simple maths. 



Supernormal stimuli + hyperzweckrationality x 
Machiavellian inclinations 




This has been the case throughout history. 

Expanding countries and imperialistic empires rubbed 
against each other before the First World War - and all it took 
was the spark of a single assassination to initiate global 
turmoil for four years. Propaganda saturated the minds of 
the people, and soldiers were being used as a human 
currency - all of which was being spent to destroy the 
"enemy". 

Likewise, the Elite will hide behind anything to do what they 
wish and conceal their agendas; for example, the shambolic 
Crusades and the awful Islamic State both invoke religious 
contexts, according to their supporters. However, they are 
both hypercapitalistic endeavours - both the Catholic Church 
and IS were in pursuit of land, which they were determined 
to annex - regardless of the costs. 

But something bigger is happening around us. What was 
once propaganda is now advertising; the flags of war efforts 
have been replaced by brands; our politicians are becoming 
indistinguishable from the corporate leaders. 

These wars are not, however, brutal - they are mental wars. 
The Elite are attempting to trick us into submission, so that 
we can fall into our place and so that they can pursue 
exponential economic growth and so that they can placate 
their supernormal stimuli. They will do this, regardless of 
whether it involves slavery, globalisation, or the worst thing 
of all of them - consumerism.

There is also planned obsolescence — one of Ihe b icjcjesl and 
oldes! open secrels in big business. Things lhal cou id h ave 
been made lo lasl for long duralions of lime are purposelg 
made lo fail, so lhal consumers Dug more. This is a grave 
wasle of polenlial, bul il is all in Ihe name of Machiavellian 
person s game — profileering .

In addition, we are constantly being spoonfed. We are told what to 
think by the media, the ways in which to think by education and what 
to do by employers. Our lives are becoming increasingly simple, as a 
result. 

Even in our free time, there are services which suggest what we should 
be doing, following or listening to - which is based on the wishes of 
other brainwashed people and the intentions of the Elite. They come 
under the generic term of "trending feeds", and they seek to turn us all 
into neurotypical, malleable "sheeple" who simply cannot think for 
themselves. In fact, instead of trying to solve problems for ourselves, 
we turn to faceless entities like apps and search engines to help us. 

This is just a symptom of a societal problem revolving around brands. 
Things which have been advertised usually have a dark side which is 
being misused for the purposes of false capitalism. Instead of going for 
the best things out there, people will willingly be scammed by a 
known, established entity - due to some kind of trust or tradition. For 
example, people will buy things from the same company over and over 
again, instead of switching or even making their own things. 

Our minds have been conditioned by the Elite to serve them whilst we 
live under the illusory notion that we are serving them and their 
twisted intentions.

Economic liberty and authoritarian individualism 
has proliferated through our society under the 
guise of "liberalism". For-profit businesses usually 
only take their own aims into account, and our 
society seems to have followed suit. 

As a result, we see horrific things springing up 
everywhere. Instead of working together to solve 
problems, people are inclined (and in some cases, 
forced) to take as much credit for themselves as 
they possibly can. 

We've taken individualism the wrong way; we are 
encouraged to tailor ourselves to anything (such 
as in education, jobs and entertainment), but 
nearly everyone supports the aims of 
consumerism, which sucks us into herd 
mentalities.

1. Ideally an arrow should be shown which points 
away from circle D. Of course, there may be any 
other form of communication present - it 
should suggest that deviation from circle D is the 
best choice. 

The arrows represent two major groups of cultural 
movements within society. The larger is mainstream 
culture, whilst the smaller is what is often regarded 
as "hipster culture", which actively strives to be 
against the mainstream. 

The analogical nature of circle D can be found from 
the partially hidden letters underneath: E, A, T and 
H. In truth, circle D represents an eventual 
"DEATH", as mainstream culture and "hipster 
culture" both advance the cause of consumerism. 
Constructing such a concept requires abstract and 
analytical thought. 

The third arrow represents and individual person or 
group, who is in the process of choosing their 
ideologies. Whilst both of the larger arrows point out 
that they wish to go in different directions, they are 
both going to hit circle D - in fact, the "hipsters" are 
closer to it, as they attempt to consume more to try 
and somehow influence the mainstream by seeming 



"cool". The mainstream, meanwhile, merely follows 
what is popular, and what has been thrown into its 
path by the Elite. Choosing one's own ideological 
direction allows one to be independent of both of 
these cultures, so that one can think relatively freely 
and possibly begin to move towards avoidance of the 
other cultures, to escape from catastrophe.

However, the group have arisen due to 
instability, which is an effect of the hanging of 
Saddam Hussein by Bush II and Blair. Whilst IS are 
proposing a religious oligarchy, Bush II and Blair 
were trying to cast forth imperialism on behalf of the 
monetary Elite.

Nietzsche was a prominent nihilist who argued against the "contentment" 
that various philosophies, such as pure utilitarianism, brought into the 
minds of its followers. He spoke of a "will to power", which is a natural 
tendency to find and achieve goals which are "higher than mere survival". 
Nietzsche also proposed that this was stronger than the "will to live", where 
people only act to survive. 

Of course, being a nihilist, he may have also thought that there was no 
purpose for life in the first place, as there were no deities to serve. If 
anything, the (still) popular concepts of "good" and "evil" were based on 
aristocratic preferences, according to him. He wished to amend this by 
replacing modern values of mediocrity with "life -affirming" values - to do 
this, he introduced the notion of the "overman", a person who has mastered 
themselves and one who can shape their own meaning in life. He also 
argued that humanity was a sort of bridge between animals (purely 
focussed on survival) and the "overman". This was also part of his fierce 
critique of Abrahamic religions, and this is in turn part of the reason why 
Nietzsche has influenced so many post- structuralists and anarchists.

Chomsky is another famous political philosopher, activist and 
writer who puts forth the notion that a wealthy Elite, a small 
group of individuals with vast amounts of (material and monetary) 
wealth have created a structured system where they control the 
banks, the governments and the media. Any reforms of 
capitalism, in such a system, would either lead to economic 
downturn due to lack of investment or a military coup - both of 
which would hail a return to the old system. 

Many refer to such a system as "crony capitalism", where a small 
group of rational egoists and "Randroids" increase their material 
wealth to vast amounts by co-operating. Chomsky also says that 
the beneficial aspects of the system place profit above people. 
Despite this, the people often express some sort of love for the 
rich, precisely because the media has coerced them to do so. 

In order to break out of this prison, we have to abandon their 
corrupt system and synthesise our own, which should place 

people above profit. 




Being a witness to multiple instances of propaganda and 
watershed events during the heights of the Third Reich, the 
Civil Rights Movement and the Cold War, Arendt began to 
think about how history became distorted and twisted over 
time and during politicisation. Many accounts of historical 
events have been modified for the purposes of gaining 
political power, which has given rise to populist myths 
amongst other things. Thus, any one source can only give a 
perceptive reality of history; this applied to the feuding sides 
of the Cold War, who often used patriotic messages to try and 
sell the ideas of the governments to the people. 

Nowadays, these have been replaced with brands, scientific 
materialism and a culture that supports an unrestricted 
economy wholeheartedly. 

Our opinions, which have been swayed by a Randroid Elite, 
have prevented us from rewriting the societal and 
psychological rulebook. 



Bakunm was a Famous anarchist mho argued that power over 
others was corrupting and that a Few privileged people, who 
had given in to their desires and sought to protect themselves 
through their wealth and nothing more, were running the 
various institutions which governed the people. He argued 
that certain belieFs would bring consolation, but not intellect, 
to those being ruled bu the privileged, and that theu were 
thereFore inhibiting them whilst propping up the systems oF 
the powerFul. 

In addition, he also argued that even the wisest individuals 
would begin to become corrupt if theu became powerFul, and 
that an anarchist society, as detailed bu Fellow anarchist 
Pierre-Joseph Proudhon, would Free the people. Onlu laws 
wuuhwhich are known to be true should be Followed, whilst 
anu authority over others, even if it is beneFicial, must be 
rejected. 

No-one will be enslaved, and no-one will enslave. 




Luxemburg was a Marxist who argued that revolution can 
begin spontaneously within the social spheres of the 
oppressed, and that it does not require an outsider or a 
privileged person to lead and organise such movement. 
Political forms would begin to take shape within the 
oppressed as they revolt. 

This has been true for many revolutions, such as those 
which laid the foundations of the Soviet regime (like the 
Red Terror) and those which destroyed it (like Lech 
Walesa's Solidarity). Seemingly ordinary people and 
inconspicuous organisations have been able to make 
changes to the world, for better or worse. 



Why can't we do the same?

This mediaeval philosopher is more renowned for 
his theories on "just war" and colonialism, but he 
also made the argument that all humans share the 
same nature and the same rights. 

From this, he said that no party should dominate 
ouer another, for everything (at least on Earth) 
was common to all in the beginning. 

Of course, nowadays, inequality is rife in our 
world. But what would be wrong with a world where 
everyone has everything? No red tape, no 
inhibitiue regulations which will harm people or 
their creativity - just a spirit of community. 




Hobbes was a realist who believed in society as being a social 
contract, and that it prevented people from "retreating 55 back to 
human nature. 

The concept of human nature at the time had brutal connotations. 
Hobbes said that a state, however brutal, was needed to stop people 
from "terrorising each other 55 . All power would be invested in an 
external authority in return for the safety of the people. 

Yet this is one of the few arguments for the existence of any state. If 
we can rewire human nature so that we can become co-operative 
rather than too individualistic, then we can function without such an 
authority. Hobbes himself described the state as being a "necessary 
evil 55 for the wars to end, but if we can change ourselves, we can 
avoid succumbing to "destructive impulses 55 as well as any rulers 
who do succumb to such impulses themselves. 




Mill focussed his studies on the area of individual liberty. He argued 
that the populist majority could oppress the minority through sheer 
complacency, personal preference and without any thought. He 
constructed an idea of "justifiable interference", where personal 
eccentricity is embraced as part of a "bubbling cauldron of ideas". 
The ideas which stand the test of time and conflicts posed by each 
other win out in a constant ideological battle. 

He also argued that individual liberty was subject to a principle of 
harm - as long as a person or party did not harm another, they 
would be free to express themselves without coercing others to do 
so. 

This, along with Immanuel Kant's categorical imperative (where 
one should default to following absolutist yet situationist laws), 
would grant individual liberty (for the most part) to all, instead of 
having rights which reduce the liberty of others. For a healthy and 
progressive society, 



KROPOTKIN WAS A PART OF THE POLITICAL FRENZY

PROTEST MOVEMENTS, SUCH AS OCCUPY.

Naess was a proponent of the idea that humans are part of an 
extensive yet fragile ecosystem (the biosphere), and that our actions 
have a great effect on it. More specifically, we are causing 
"irreparable damage" to the biosphere by way of mass 
industrialisation in our rush for economic growth. The hedonistic 
usage of resources, he argued, is setting us up for an environmental 
disaster which will threaten our survival. 

He introduced concepts of "deep" and "shallow" ecology, where the 
former deals with long-term crises and the latter addresses 
immediate environmental problems. He pointed out that drastic 
socioeconomic reform was necessary to avert or soften the blow of 
an ecological crisis, such as a mass extinction event triggered by 
climate change. 

He has been linked to the notion of "Spaceship Earth" - if we destroy 
this world, then humanity's story comes to an end. We have to 
respect the environment around us to ensure happiness and 
survival, without resorting to the false security that material wealth 
brings.

Our systems have sprawled across the 
surface of the Earth and our paces of 
life have sped up uncontrollably. Now the 
world is becoming increasingly "boring" 
to us, and we are also becoming impatient 
and hyperactive. 

But what about the other end of the 
"lifestyle spectrum", if there is one? 

The world is not just a rock onto which 
we are bound. We commonly seek escapism, 
but the planet itself can be a method for 
this. If we become smaller, then our 
perceptually shrinking world will grow 
again. It will become less of an 
inhibition and more of a natural theme 
park - a place to be explored and 
respected . 

Furthermore, if we slow down, then we can 
regain our patience and consider what we 
do. We can peer deeper into things and 
comprehend them in greater detail. 

We will no longer be as hedonistic and we 
will learn to embrace something that has 
shaped the better parts of our 
civilisation and something which has 
influenced science, philosophy, art, and 
everything else which has encouraged us 
to be sentient and intelligent 
simultaneously : curiosity .

This is all about autodidaticism - the art of teaching oneself. 

Our society treats education as a batch process, inhere people 
are taught so that they can be employed and throuun into the 
system. 

However, it is often better to be one's own teacher, given that it 
is possible. The entire concept of the homeschooling movement 
(which is becoming increasingly popular in the USA) is based on 
similar principles, and has allowed students to become smarter 
and (arguably) more socially aware than their peers at larger 
educational institutions. Children can often have more control 
over what they do, and they can become more responsible with 
their time. 

However, a true autodidact does not just learn for themselves. 
They can choose their own curriculum to the fullest extent. This 
is becoming increasingly hard to do in our heavily standardised 
society. 



Others will tell us that we need to be 
part of the system of the Elite to 
prosper and survive in this harsh 
world. 

But there are still tribes out there who 
do not need to live as part of it. As soon 
as we completely change our ways 
of thinking, our society and our values, 
then the system will collapse around 
us; the only thinq that keeps it qoinq is 
the fact that we believe that we have 
free will and that we have control 
over things, when we simply do not. 




A truly great society would be compassionate, and would seek to help 
others to be the best that they can be. with no ulterior motives (such as 
manipulation). They would, control what they consume and they would 
believe in quantity and/or quality, where applicable, instead.of applying 
the same rules to everything. 



They would be patient yet situationist liberal yet collective: eccentric yet 
sensible. The whole would be a set of contrasts that could never exist 
under our current psychologies. 



Its individuals would understand that it is meaningful to be separate yet 
part of a collective.simultaneously. They would explore the world 
around them, sometimes bartering and trading, on occasion forging 
curiosities and machines. There would be no need for tyrannical deities 
to fill the void left by an absence of self -fulfilment although the 
philosophical notion would be considered. 

People would respect the categorical imperative and be tolerant of 
each other in an ultimate embrace of true democracy. They would live 
off the land, knowing that themselves, their smaller communities and 
the collective population of humans are creatures who respect the 
rest of the biosphere whilst venturing out into the unexplored parts of 
the universe and any which exist beyond it. They would all have equal 
opportunities, for there will be no despots and no Elite - but those who 
take the opportunities will become good and great simultaneously. Of 
course, it will not be a matter of maintaining a status quo. but a 
different way in constructing the attitudes towards change. 



A Utopian world is, therefore, not a 
fantasy. 

It can exist on Earth right now. 

People using their own energy, growing 
their own food, gradually rebuilding their 
shelters - regardless of whether the state 
begins a military coup or not; it is all 
possible.

1. Keeping the seeds for one's own use 
may be selfish in some respects, unless 
they are being kept for future use 
(although it would still be better in the 
hands of the community). Selling the 
seeds would definitely be both purely 
self-serving and futile in such an 
economic climate. 

Giving away the seeds does not mean 
that the seeds will be used to their full 
potential - this is the potential ability to 
feed a community whilst producing 
more seeds. It would be a better idea to 
use the seeds to help to community. 
Leaving the seeds so that they can 
"return to the rest of the biosphere" 
would be a waste, seeing as your 
community is hungry - though if you 
have an abundance of seeds which you 
have already collected, leaving them 
could potentially increase biodiversity. 

The final judgement in this question is 
subject to priorities and attitudes; it is 



something which requires deep analysis 
rather than a simple justification. This is 
why there is an additional "none of the 
above" option. 

2. There is no way that it would be feasible 
to pay for a place to stay, such as a 
hotel. Hoping for "good" weather 
conditions whilst sleeping on the streets 
may increase adaptability, but it would 
be largely unsafe (a hostile mob could 
appear and attack the group). 

Again, the answer would be situation- 
dependent. If the group is short on 
materials or they wish to use whatever 
they have for something else, then it 
would be a better option to find an 
empty building. It would also be better if 
the group is quick to move, as it would 
take longer to assemble and then 
disassemble a custom-made home. Yet 
in the case of creating one, it would be 
far better if one could create a custom- 
made house, due to the experience that 



may be gained. This experience could 
help when the group moves into a 
hostile environment. A "pre-built" 
building could also collapse after some 
time, if damaged. 

3. Waiting for the power to turn back on 
would be a risk; the power simply may 
never return for the foreseeable future. 
Crying over not being able to use a 
computer for some time would be a 
symptom of attachment to a 
materialistic culture. It would be more 
fulfilling to explore the world around 
one. (If one is lucky, they may even find 
another computer where the power is 
on!) However, given that a return 
journey to the house will be made, it 
would be even better if one could find a 
way to power their entire living quarters, 
including the computer. Abstract and 
deep thought would be necessary to 
think of such a thing. 



4. The matter of healthcare is a tough one 
in an anarchic world. Many imagine that 
if one has been subjected to a life- 
threatening illness, then they will 
probably die. However, there may be 
compassionate communities around 
who can help; it would be an idea to go 
towards them. Of course, if this is not 
possible at such a time, then either one 
can attempt to treat the illness 
themselves or survive through it. Of 
course, most of these eventualities 
could be more feasible if one travelled 
in a group and had more supplies than 
if they ventured out sporadically whilst 
carrying very little. Despite this, there 
will always be exceptions to this, yet the 
chances are quite low. 



The answers are not always straightforward. 

Sometimes there are no answers. 

But there is one thing to gain from this. 

Almost everything is perceptual. 

We have to create our own Utopia, on an 
individual and collective basis. 

To do so, we have to rewrite our thought 
processes and our psychology. We need to 
let our thinking go backwards and forwards in 
time simultaneously - the cooperation and 
curiosity of yesterday with the technology 
and knowledge of tomorrow.
